WHO INVENTED THE BICYCLE? 


TIio Pope Saya It Won a Priest. But 


Tl.U Declaration Is Xot Kx Catnedra. 
The Pope a few years ago, in grant- 


ing permission to priests to use bi- 
cycles, took occasion to announce that 
tho 
-n heel was invented by Abbe 


Painton, who used it in 1845. 
About 


the time that Leo XUL made this 
statement, E. K. Shipton, Secretary' 
of the Cyclists' Touring Clnb, of. 
England, asserted that the first ma- 
chine was invented by a Scotchman in 
1846. Another correspondent asserts' 
that, strictly speaking, no one invented 
the bicycle—"it just growed." The 
bicycle is the developed result of a 
long series ot mechanical contrivances 
for tbe acceleration of individual mo- 
tion, and its beginnings are probably 
of older date than raauy people have 
imagined. 


In August, 3GG5, Mr. John Evelyn, 


on his way bask to London from his 
home at Wotton, called at Dnrdano, 
near Epsom, and :iftcr^ird noted in 
his diary that he found Jir Wilkins. 
Sir William Petty and Mr. Hooke 
"contriving chariots, new rigging for 
ships, a wheel for one to run races in, 
and other 
mechanical 
inventions. 


Perhaps three such persons together 
weie not to be found elsewhere in 
Europe for parts and ingenuity." 
What was this wheel iu which one 
could run races? It is impossible 
now to say, but the description is 
curiously suggestive of some contri- 
vance of the cycling fciud. 


Another one hundred years were to 


pass before anything resembling the 
modern cycle was to be invented. The 
first velocipedes, as they were so long 
called, appear to have been made iu 
France. 
In the Journal de Paris of 


July 27, 1779, there is an account of a. 
velocipede invented by MM. Blanch- 
ard and Magurier, which seems to 
have been a clumsy 
affair of four 


•wheels, carrying two people aud very 
heavy to work. This invention was a 
false start. No one followed it up or 
improved upon it, and no further at- 
tempt in this direction was made for 
some thirty or forty years. • Then ap- 
peared 
the "dandy horse," upon 


which our fathers and great-grand- 
fathers disported themselves gayly, 
albeit at times a trifle laboriously, for 
a brief season. 
When the crank was 


flrst invented, or who invented it, is 
quite uncertain. 
The date must have 


been early in the present century, 
but who first hit upon it is quite un- 
known. 
It iv as possibly first at- 


tached to a three-wheel machine.— 
New York Sun. 


An Ami Scan Engine For England. 
In these days, when American man- 


iifaoturers di cam of making the entire 
world a market for their gouus, it is 
interesting to note thattheBaldwin lo- 
comotive works have just liuisjied their 
first engine for England. For years 
they have been building locomotives 
for British pio\ inces and colonies, but 
this engine is the Jiist foothold they 
have secured in tho island itself. 


The locomotive, which is a "doable 


ender," is intended to run between 
Barnstoplti, iu Devonshire, toLynton, 
a coast resort about fifteen miles to 
the north, and has one feature which 
is expected to nu-ke England stare. 
This is a eowcalehin-, or, rather, two 
cowcatehrrr,, oi.« ,i.i ouch end—a dp- 
vice quite unknown in English rail- 
roading. 
As a concession to English 


methods thorn is no headlight, but 
only a large signal lamp in its place. 


The Baldwn.fi have recently shipped 


six. engines tu Spain, to be used on a 
n'ining railroad in the province of Bis- 
cf.y—a fact which shows that the 
Spanish sometimes do know n goci' 
thing, even if American, nvheu thej 
see it—Philadelphia Keoord.

On 
one end of the hub or hanger barrel 
screws a fianged cap which bears 
against the outer face of the outside 
section of the double cone. The cone 
parts are slidable iu the barrel. 
The 


outer cone section on the opposite end 
of the barrel bears against a flanged 
cap which also screws on to the out- 
side of the barrel, but instead of bind- 
ing against a shoulder jams against a 
looking ring, thus making the cap ad- 
justable. Between the pairs of oones 
are separating means to keep tnem 
at the same distance apart alf of tne1 
time. The axle cone face consists off 
a hardened and ground ring.the surface 
of which is plain and parallel to the 
axis of the bearing. Thus when the 
barrel cones are adjusted by the mov- 
able cap the balls may change their 
track on the axle cone to suit. A cen- 
tral end thrust bearing Is provided con- 
sisting of two rows of balls whiea run 
in a two-point cone surrounding the 
axle and bear also against parallel 
cone faces attached to the barrel and 
which are at right angles to the axle. 
A thin shell around the outer edge of 
the central flange of the axle thrust 
cone retains the balls in their correct 
positions. Sleeves between the axle 
thrust cone and the bearing sleeves 
proper keep the thrust bearing in. its 
central position and allow it to act 
as a perfect ball thrust to keep the 
axle bearing sleeves from sliding out ot 
place longitudinally. On account of 
the thrust device intervening between 
the end bearing cones the sleeve which, 
separates these end cones is made in 
two parts or Is replaced by projections 
from the barrel cones of the thrust 
bearing.

France In the Lead. 


Tliere are, it is estimated, 300,001. 


miles of highway roads in the United 
States, about twenty per cent, of the 
roads of all the world. Great Britain 
has 120,000 miles of highways and 
these are soma of the bast in the 
world. 
Germany has 275,000 miles of 


roads, and some of them are as poor, 
as the roadways of a great country can 
be. France, which has taken an en- 
lightened view of the good roads ques- 
tion for many years, and has spent by 
government 01 local authority over 
31,000,000,000 
on highways, has a 


road mileage of 330,000, more than 
any other country. 
Kusaia, with an 


enormous area, has only 70,000 miles 
of roadways, whilo Italy, a smaller 
country, has 55,000. 


There are approximately, though 


the number is sieadily on the decline, 
1-1,000,000 horses in the United Stales 
(there were 15,000,000 by the census 
of 1890), and there are about 2,000,- 
000 mules, principally in the South, 
the annual cost of fodder for these an- 
imals being §1,500,000,000. On fine 
stone road one horse can haul as much1 
as three horses can haul ever the aver-; 
age dirt road of the country. It is es-, 
timated that it would be necessary to; 
build about 1,000,000 miles of macadam 
mized roads in the United States|in; 
order to have as good a system of pub- 
lic highways as is found in several Eu-i 
ropean States. At §1000 a mile this: 
would involve au outlay of $1,000,000,-' 
000—n pretty large sum. But if one-; 
LaU of the draft animals could be dis- 
pensed with by the building of such. 
roads there would bean annual saving 
of §700,000,000 in the food bill. Con- 
sequently, if rotul bonds were issued 
bearing three percent, interest 6,000,- 
000 miles of macadamized roads could 
be built without increasing the anuua? 
expenses one dollar. 


Steps Toward 1! «ttt<r Uothods. 


Road building is a science that do 


rounds specinl traiuing and experi- 
ence, if it is to be placed on a level- 
with other engineering pursuits. 
We-' 


are only just beginning to realize 
this, aud are taking for our modelst 
the constructions of the past and fol-- 
lowing the teachings of earlier gener-! 
ations, because the necessity and im-i 
portauce of having good highways ba» 
come upon ua so suddenly that wei 
have, as yet, had no opportunity to do 
otherwise. 


Good as are the roiuls that earlier 


generations 
have constructed, aud 


liue as are the roads that are DOW 
built ou .similar linen in some coun- 
t.riess it is not likely that, with mod- 
ern resources and 
ingenuity, we 


shall rest permanently ou present 
methods. 


Up to tho present, attention has 


beeu directed < hiefly to studying the 
established European system 
and 


adapting it to our neeila. The high- 
way improvement movement, how- 
ever, is becoming so general, and 
such diversity of interests exists in 
the 
widely-separated 
communities 


that need better street pavements aud 
suburban highways, that experiments 
must inevitably be tried with various 
sorts of material. 


It in not unreasonable to suppose 


that new, better and cheaper methods 
nifty be discovered, aud tho whole 
subject so completely mastered and 
systematized that, when tho condi- 
tions which obtain in any given local- 
ity are known, it will bo easy to pre- 
scribe the best possible road for it in 
view ol its abilities, resources and 
needs. Everything looking toward 
this end is helpful, and reasonable 
»,ud oarefnl experiments aro to be 
welcomed aa means toward a desir* 
ab.'t end
